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DETAILED ACTION 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The present invention 
is directed to a condenser microphone. Independent claim 1 identifies the uniquely distinct 
feature of a spacer with a plurality of spaced apart spacer blocks around a variable gap between 
the diaphragm and the backplate and defining a plurality of first air passages on each adjacent 
side said spacer blocks and a diaphragm with a plurality of fins disposed around and extending 
outwardly on the periphery of the diaphragm and connected to respective spacer blocks to form a 
plurality of second air passages on each adjacent side of said fin. The closest prior art, Kay et al. 
(US 6741709) teaches a backplate with a plurality of spacer blocks and peripheral vents to allow 
the passage of air below the diaphragm and behind the backplate but fails to teach a vented 
diaphragm and spacer combination. The prior art fails to anticipate or render the independent 
claims obvious.
